Information Disclosure Statement 

1 . The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on September 10, 2004 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Allowance on May 27, 2004. The information disclosure statement 
has been considered by the ^xaminer and entered into records. 

Cancelled Claims 

2. Claims 1-30, 35, 38, 41 and 56-105 remains cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3 1-34, 36, 37, 39, 40, 42-55, 106 and 107 are allowed. 

4. Claim 3 1 is allowable because the prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, fails 
to disclose or render obvious an apparatus for use in monitoring particles in a liquid flow 
comprising a duct in the form of a pipe section for receiving the liquid flow, wherein inside said 
pipe section each of a first and second at least partially light-transmissive parts has non-stick 
coating, the surface of said first at least partially light-transmissive part inside said pipe section is 
uneven for reducing deposit build-up on said surface , in combination with the rest of the 
limitations of said claim. 

5. Claims 32-34, 36, 37, 39, 40, 42-55, 106 and 107 are allowable because they are 
dependent on independent claim 31, or an intermediate claim.
